WAITS FOR DAILY 


TRAIN AVD VEST 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 22.— [Spe- 
cial.I— Every day at noon a United 
States mail coach leaves New Hope, 
Pa., seventy-five miles from Philadel- 
phia. It gets to this city an hour and 
forty-seven minutes later, stays in the 
Reading terminal until 3:15, then 
starts again for New Hope. 

For ten days now a mother rebin at 
the other end of the line has waited 


people together in New Hope haye for 
their mail. When the train reaches 
the New Hope station the robin pops 
down from a nearby tree and disap- 
pears under the mail coach. 

There, on top of a warm steam valve, 
protected by a drip pan, is a nest. The 
little mother perches on the edge and 
looks inside to see if any damage has 
been done. For within the nest are 
five blue robin eggs, heated and 
warmed by the steam beneath, wait- 
ing the day when their shells can be 
broken by five little mouths. 


TOREADORS HURT, 
BULL STAMPEDES, 
WOUNDING MANY 


. [Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 
PARIS, May 22.—4 bull fight at 


Lunel near Montpellier today resulted 


more disastrously than.any other of 
this year’s fights in southern France. 

In the first three fights toreadors 
were wounded. Im the fourth fight a 
bull escaped into the arena and fright- 
ened thousands of spectators into a 
panic. In the rush to escape many 
women were trampled upon. A por- 
tion of the spectators who took refuge 
in a stable so crowded the building 
that it collapsed, injuring scores’ of 
others. 

Two of the toreadors, Massel and 
Mariotti, are expected to die. Feeling 
is high as a result of the disaster, 
which may end bull fighting in France 
forever.

DEADLOCKS AGAIN 


“Raise Pay or We Strike, 
Union Chief Warns. 


Blevated railwav employes will 
strike if their demands for a 10 cent 
an hour wage increase are not met be- 
fote June 1. This was the unqualified 


warning issued late yesterday by John | 


J, Bruce, head of the elevated train- 
men’s union. No further word came 
from the street car men, who are 
making the same demands. 

A conference between Mr. Bruce and 
his associates and Britton I. Budd, 
president of the Chicago Elevated 
railways, developed: a hopeless dead- 


lock, according to reports. Only the 


hope that some outside influence — 
a move to provide the company with 
greater revenue through increased 
fares, for instance prevented break 
ing off negotiations, it was said. 


Another Parley Tuesday. 
There will be another joint confer 
ence next Tuesday. The showdown 
must come then, President Bruce as 
serted. Henry A. Blair, preisdent of 
the Chicago surface lines, is scheduled 
to meet William Quinlan and other 
leaders of the carmen’s union this 
afternoon, a few hours following a 
conference Mr. Blair has arranged with 
his board of operation. 

That the outlook is not rosy, unless 
a compromise not now in prospect ia 
reached, was the opinion on all sides 
last night. Mr. Blair and Mr. Budd 
both have told the union committees 
that wage increases are out of the 
question with the present revenue of 
the traction companies. The union} 
chiefs are standing firm. 

„The company says it can't afford to 
raise the men’s pay,” said Mr. Bruce. 
“We maintain it can, and we intend 
to stick- to our guns. Our contract 
expires June 1, and if we don't have 
something to take before the men by 
that time there most certainly will be 
a strike. If. negotiations are broken 
off, the crisis will be at hand.” 

Discuss “ Temper of Public.” 

„Well, judging from today's devel- 
opments, breaking off negotiations 
seems only a question of time.“ a news- 
paper man suggested to Mr. Bruce.

nificant are health before marriage, 


riage, stability of health after marriage 
and the presence of children in the 
home, all of which make for happi- 
ness in married life.” 

Out of the one thousand answers 
received from women as to their state 
of married happiness or unhappiness, 
872 answered in the affirmative. One 
hundred and sixteen were unhappy.
